In the early years of the World war 
a great engineer. Dr. Pierson, who 
had supplied Rio de Janeiro with 
modern utilities and who was taming 
the River Ebro in Spain in the hope 
of taming Catalonia, conceived a plan 
of putting the Monongahela and Alle¬ 
ghany rivers to work. Starting high 
toward their sources he proposed to 
extract a few thousand kilowatts; 
moving down the rivers he proposed 
to set up dam after dam. wherever a 
good storage could be developed 
without drowning too much valuable 
country. He calculated that he could 
supply Pittsburgh and a radius of a 
hundred miles with power at less 
than half the cost of steam-generated 
power. And he calculated as part of 
his cost buying up all the steam 
plants at a generous margin over 
their actual worth. , 

Pierson was a great capitalist and 
a great planner. He had a weakness: 
he wanted his operations to conform 
to the law and the rules of govern¬ 
ment. He consulted the appropriate 
cabinet member, who informed him 
that his plan involved so many in¬ 
fringements of the Sherman act that 
he would probably be sentenced to 
I jail for one thousand years. And so! 
'Pierson dropped the project and set! 
out for Spain, to continue the taming 
of the Ebro. He sailed on the Lusi¬ 
tania and went down, but no New 
York newspaper mentioned the fact, 
then or since, altho Pierson was by 
far the most important passenger. 
Then, it would have disturbed the 
market, for the Pierson interests were 
far flung. Later.it was ancient history. 

The reader will pardon this ancient 
history. The last disastrous twenty 
feet of flood came out of the Monon¬ 
gahela and Alleghany, still untamed, 
spilling their hundreds of thousands 
of kilowatts over the shattered for¬ 
tunes of men who deserve better from I 
their country. “Act of God,” we say, 1 
blasphemously gilding our stupidity.

thal over TVA poli¬ 
cies. Both the gen¬ 
tlemen were in the 
capital and it ap¬ 
peared they had 
laid their cases be¬ 
fore President 
Roosevelt for his 
decision as to which 
should be the lend¬ 
er. Lilienthal, who 
was formerly Wisconsin utilities 
commissioner under Gov. Phil La 
Follet.e, favors unrelenting war¬ 
fare on private utility interests. 
Doctor Morgan, on the other hand, 
doesn’t want a 'Tight to a finish’' 
but. lather, a co-operative etTort 
to pool public and private electric¬ 
ity in the Southeast in order to end 
TVA’s legal war with the private 
interests. The chairman, however, 
stood almost alone among those who 
are shaping the administration’s 
power policy. He issued a state¬ 
ment to the press setting forth Ids 
views but it didn't arouse much 
sympathy in high circles.

This or 
any other government, if it does not 
function properly and fails the peo¬ 
ple, can be destroyed by a revo¬ 
lution. 

There is one suggestion be¬ 
fore congress which has been ar¬ 
gued and boosted for seventy-five 
years. The civil service, Mr. Roose¬ 
velt suggests, should be extended 
“upward, outward and downward” 
so that the government offers a ca¬ 
reer for the best available men and 
women who can be assured of go¬ 
ing to the top if they have the mer¬ 
it and ability. This is the old idea 
of taking politics out of government 
service, and in addition, to putting 
the same kind of pep and ginger 
into the service that you find in 
some of the great industrial cor¬ 
porations where it is well known 
that every president and big boss 
generally started in at the bottom. 
Members of congress are genuinely 
and sincerely divided on the ques¬ 
tion. It is not entirely fair to say 
that those opposed to a greater ex¬ 
tension of the civil service are more 
interested in political jobs for their 
constituents than in fine public serv¬ 
ice. There is a feeling that a com¬ 
plete hardboiled civil service will 
produce a class of government of¬ 
ficials of the high-hat variety. It 
is more or less true that the career 
men of the State department, un¬ 
til they begin to mellow with age 
and success, are quite likely to 
sneer at the ordinary taxpayer—an 
attitude which pains the lawmakers 
who appropriate the money to sup¬ 
port these officials.

Curb for Supreme Court 
to Be Considered 

MERGING from a White House 
conference, Senator Sherman 
Minton of Indiana announced that 
President Roosevelt would soon call 
together congressional leaders and 
administration officials to consider 
legislation designed to curb the 
Supreme court. 

The senator said he himself was 
contemplating the introduction of a 
bill that would require the concur¬ 
rence of seven of the nine justices, 
or more than two-thirds, to invali- I 
date an act of congress. He did not 
say whether the President indicated 
approval or disapproval of this plan. j 

Deadlock Is Renewed in 
General Motors Strike 
\\/IIEN negotiations were about 
> ’ to open for settlement of the 
strike of General Motors workers, 
the truce declared by persuasion of 
Governor Murphy of Michigan was 
called off, both sides charging bad 
faith. Homer Martin, head of the 
United Automobile Workers, said 
the corporation violated the truce 
by attempting to reopen the Cadil¬ 
lac plant in Detroit; by agreeing to 
bargain collectively with nonunion 
employes, and by denying the right 
of picketing at the Guide Lamp 
plant in Anderson, Ind. 

General Motors accused the union 
of violating the truce by refusing 
to remove sit-down strikers from 
all the plants. Vice President Knud- 
sen had wired G. E. Bovsen, head 
of the Flint Alliance which acts for 
the nonunion men, that the com¬ 
pany would protect the rights of all 
its employes and would discuss any 
question with the alliance or any 
group of the workers. This so en¬ 
raged Martin, who now claims for 
his union a majority of the em¬ 
ployes, that he directed the strikers 
not to evacuate the Flint plants. 

Martin sent a telegram to Sena¬ 
tor La Follette, chairman of the 
senate committee on civil liber¬ 
ties, asking him to subpoena Boy- 
sen and the records of the Flint 
Alliance. He charged that Boysen j 
was working with General Motors 
to break the strike. 

Governor Murphy said he was still 
trying to “work out the situation”. 
By his direction the National Guard 
detachments in Flint were kept in 
the background.

Mr. Roosevelt denied published 
stories that he had invited Great 
Britain and France to begin pre¬ 
liminary discussions for the adop¬ 
tion of a peace program based on 
financial and trade factors. He 
specifically denied he had invited 
Mr. Runciman to participate in dis¬ 
cussions bearing on trade relations 
of the United States and Great Bri¬ 
tain which may pave the way for 
important moves later but it was 
understood, nevertheless, that such 
conversations were to take place. 
The President said Mr. Runciman 
was coming here on a holiday and 
as a personal friend. 

M. Bonnet said in Paris that he 
was coming here simply as an am¬ 
bassador and with no special mis¬ 
sion concerning war debts, but it 
was considered possible he might 
seek to re-open the debt question 
in informal discussions.

Wallace Will Buy Eggs

C ECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE

The first train, heavily 
guarded, carried about $200,000,- 
000 of the precious metal from tho 
Philadelphia mint and it was re¬ 
ceived by the motorized Seventh 
cavalry and put in the great vaults. 
The gold was forwarded by the 
Post Office department as parcel 
post and the treasury will havs 
to pay the postage. 


officials and clerks—much fewer 
than some governors, fewer than 
many city mayors have and much 
less of a staff than big business re¬ 
gards as necessary for the conduct 
of presidential offices. 

All this makes for a lot of red 
tape, inefficiency, slow speed. The 
presidential plan is to put them 
all under various cabinet officers, 
create two new departments for the 
welfare work and public work; and 
then give t/ie President some more 
high grade assistance and let him 
spend his time in really executive 
work and planning—rather than in 
checking up on 140 different huge 
governmental organizations. 

As he explained it, it is like a 
man he knew on a Dutchess county, 
N. Y., farm; the farmer could not 
make a go of it so he asked tb* 
county agent to step in and look 
things over. The county agent found 
he had eighteen various outbuild¬ 
ings in addition to his barn and 
he had two chicken houses. He 
spent time and money on the ac¬ 
tivities of these outbuildings, and 
the agent advised him to enlarge 
his barn and put most of the out¬ 
building activities in the barn. When 
he did so, he took the farm out of 
the red and saved himself about a 
mile of daily walking in the bargain.

POLITICAL ANGLES 

The plan of this proposed reor¬ 
ganization is perfectly all right 
from a business standpoint, but 
there are political angles to it which 
will prove puzzling. It should be 
understood, I think, that one of the 
tremendous reasons for the business 
reorganization of government de¬ 
partments and functions is the need 
for keeping the United States in fine 


CIVIL SERVICE 

The President made his civil serv¬ 
ice and other reorganization pro¬ 
posals in the week in which Wash¬ 
ington celebrated the fifty-fourth an¬ 
niversary of the enactment of the 
civil service law—more than half 
a -century—during which time the 
government has made notable prog¬ 
ress away from the spoils system 
as it existed in the notorious era 
between the Civil war and Garfield’s 
time. In that black era there 
was a ring of politicians who con¬ 
trolled the whole field of govern¬ 
ment jobs; and attempts to better 
the situation were met with the 
same sort c£ criticism that the 
Roosevelt “brain trust” received 
from the present day reactionaries. 

So great an editor as Charles 
Dana, of the New York Sun sneered 
at attempts of Grover Cleveland to 
better the situation, calling it the 
“snivel service.” 

Probably the introduction of the 
merit system would have been de¬ 
layed many years but for the as¬ 
sassination of President Garfield. 
He was shot one morning in the 
Washington railroad station by a 
disappointed office seeker, and the 
public reaction provided the impe¬ 
tus necessary to put the Civil Serv¬ 
ice act on the statute books. The 
votes, both in senate and house, 
were overwhelming, and President 
Garfield’s successor, Chester A. Ar¬ 
thur, signed the measure at once. 

The merit system began in a 
small way, but in every adminis¬ 
tration more and more government 
positions were subjected to the test 
of merit. Today about 60 per cent 
of all government jobs are under 
the merit system. Mr. Roosevelt 
wants to put 100 per cent under the 
system, and improve it too. 

There is an immediate question 
as to whether the President’s plan 
of reorganization will save money. 
The answer is that it will save $30,- 
000,000 a year, which is only one 
per cent of the three billion dollars 
annually spent for salaries. If con¬ 
gress wants to save more than that 
(and it should) it can on its own 
initiative cut out some of the vast 
array of government functions. Sen¬ 
ator Byrd of Virginia is making a 
great noise about that right now, 
and it may be that he will capture 
the popular limelight, because his 
own report to the senate on econ¬ 
omy in government is already mak¬ 
ing headway, although it is frag¬ 
mentary. 

He has itemized so far a few of 
tne overlapping, duplicating agen¬ 
cies which are spending money 
needlessly. 

Among the astounding facts he 
has emphasized are these: 

There are 50 federal legal divi¬ 
sions in Washington. There are 24 
agencies concerned with lending 
government funds. There are 34 
agencies concerned with acquisi¬ 
tion of land. There are 16 agencies 
concerned with wild life preserva¬ 
tion. There are 104 information and 
publications offices. 

There are 127,000 government em¬ 
ployes in Washington. There are 
400,000 more outside the capital, 
as a conservative estimate. The 
government buildings owned and 
rented in every city and state of the 
Union outside the District of Colum¬ 
bia are equal in capacity to fifty- 
two Empire State buildings in New 
York City—which is one thousand 
fifty feet high. Every dollar of rent, 
every dollar spent on care of these 
offices, and every clerk and official 
is based on some act of congress. 
The amount of saving the President 
could make by executive orders 
abolishing emergency bureaus is 
described as small in contrast to 
the growth of government expense 
by congressional acts. 

What I fear is that in the wild 
scramble for real or alleged econ¬ 
omy, congress will make cuts here 
and there and leave the government 
establishment in the same scattered 
and unbusinesslike form.

W .cn the prohibi¬ 
tion amendment was under fire the 
proponents of repeal contended that 
it would reduce taxes, cut down un¬ 
employment, eliminate bootleg I; j* 
uor, return men and women to ’ m- 
perate and decent habits. It - 
worthwhile noting that not a 
one of these expected benefits ;. 
materialized.

R tk 
ging thrives more flagrantly than 
1 ever. Evasion of liquor t. no? in¬ 
dicates that about half of A;..o:v a s 
liquor is “bootleg.”'The specter of 
J unemployment still stalks t p I. \ :. 
And are our people temperate? One 
could laugh if it were not so tra .c! 
The consumption of liquor is fast 
becoming a national disgrace. And 
the tragedy is that Christians have 
for the most part supinely said 
“What can I do?” and have done 
nothing. 

The repeal of prohibition was 
brought about by the indifference 
of American voters. The issue was 
finally settled by the votes of less 
I than 23 per cent of the registered 
voters. Where were the other 77 
per cent ? Where are they now? 

But our lemon goes deeper than 
the matter of intoxicating liquor. 
It deals with two contrasted modes 
of living. What a man is deter¬ 
mines what he does. If he lives 
for the fli ; r to it 

tastes. If he lives in the Spirit lie 
I will not only be right in his atti¬ 
tude toward liquor but toward every 
! phase of life, yes, even toward eat- 
i ing. 

Let us consider these two way* of 
i life—and weigh carefully our own 
! life decision. In which way do I 
walk? Remember that one may live 
to the flesh even though he is not 
a winebibber. It is a matter of 
heart interest and relationship to 
God. 

I. Living in the Flesh. 

The word flesh in Scripture does 
[ not refer to our physical flesh and 
blood, except as it is dominated by 
self-will. But when self-will rules 1 
the body, and God’s will is ruled j 
out, a man lives in the flesh. 

Our lesson gives a terrifying pic- | 
ture of such a life. It makes a man ! 
a senseless lover of pleasure for 
pleasure’s sake (Prow 21:17k He 
is a lover of wine, a glutton (Prow 
23:20, 21), careless (Matt. 24:48), 
disorderly and unfaithful (v. 40), 
and a professed follower of Christ 
because of what it brings him 
(John 0:26). His end even in this 
world is disgrace and poverty, and 
in the world to come, eternal judg¬ 
ment (Matt. 24:51). 

II. Living in the Spirit. 

“They that are Christ’s have cru¬ 
cified the flesh with the affections 
and lusts” (Gal. 5:24). They are 
therefore admonished to “walk in 
tiie Spirit.” that is, to submit their 
lives to the control and guidance 
of the Spirit of God. In other words 
seek God’s will, not self-will. 

What kind of men and women are I 
those who live in “the spirit”? A I 
re-reading of our lesson texts re¬ 
veals them as, wise, faithful, dili- , 
gent, temperate, not following the 
Lord because of any gain to them- 
selves. 

What is their reward? In this 
life they are entrusted with more ! 
work for their Master (Matt. 24:47). 
The reward for Christian work well 
done is more work. So if you are 
lazy, don’t begin. But if the fires of 
holy ambition to serve him burn i 
within your soul, go on, and he '
